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S.T.O.P. focuses 
on youth drug 
abuse prevention 

The Regional Prevention 
Center (RPC) of Compre¬ 
hend, Inc. is now providing 
consultation and technical 
assistance to S.T.O.P (Sup¬ 
port Team on Prevention), a 
regional youth coalition that 
focuses on the prevention 
of substance abuse and vio¬ 
lence among youth. S.T.O.P. 
is comprised of approxi¬ 
mately 40 students from high 
schools in the Buffalo Trace 
Region. Students from Au¬ 
gusta, Bracken, Fleming, 
Lewis, Mason, Robertson 
and St. Patrick high schools 
meet monthly to plan and 
implement prevention activi¬ 
ties for their schools under 
the guidance of RPC staff 
as well as receive training 
on drug and violence-related 
topics. The purpose of the 
coalition is to empower other 
youth to speak out against 
substance abuse and violence 
while promoting healthy, 
drug-free living. 

“Students often look 
up to their peers, especially 
younger kids,” said Lau¬ 
ren Penrose, RPC Director. 
“Youth-delivered prevention 
messages are more likely to 
resonate with other youth 
as they speak the same lan¬ 
guage. It’s not just another 
adult giving them a drug lec¬ 
ture.” 

Since the coalition’s in¬ 
ception, students have giv¬ 
en numerous presentations 
to middle and high school 
students in their respective 
schools on topics includ¬ 
ing underage drinking and 
bullying. They also display 
prevention messages on bul¬ 
letin boards in their schools 
throughout the year. In addi¬ 
tion, S.T.O.P. members have 
implemented prevention ac¬ 
tivities with elementary stu¬ 
dents aimed at resisting peer 
pressure and promoting so¬ 
cial tolerance.

Bracken Judicial Center progressing 
toward middle year 2013 opening 



Due to unseasonable temperatures throughout the year and general good weather, the Bracken County Judicial Center is progressing nicely. At each 
stage of the construction process, contractors have been able to finish this project or that, as delays in materials or due to inclement weather, forced other 
projects to be put on hold. All in all though, the Judicial Center is moving along at the expected pace. One of the more important projects, the millwork for 
the courtroom, was delayed slightly by the installation of the windows. For the millwork to begin, the building had to be completely enclosed to allow the 
building to get to a constant temperature. Now that the windows are all in, the wood for the millwork has been delivered and is acclimating to the building’s 
inside temperature. Once started, the millwork projects will take twelve weeks to complete. 

In speaking with Circuit Clerk Kathy Free, she is pleased with the progress and is amazed each time she visits at how much work is being completed 
weekly. All work on the outside is mostly completed except for the top coat of blacktop and work is still continuing on the roof. The front porch of the 
building is now completed and sports a porch of black granite and bricks laid in an appealing pattern. Bracken is first on the list when blacktopping can 
continue in April. Wrought iron fencing is going up outside and sidewalks are completed. 

All work now centers on the inside of the building. While progress is not visible to the public, it is being made and will continue to move along 
throughout the winter months. Drywall and heating and AC duct work in the ceiling is nearing completion. Work has begun on the interior floors, with the 
Court of Justice seal being set on the second floor as well as the terrazo flooring. Some counters have been set in small areas such as the bathrooms, the 
court security area, and the kitchen/conference area for the Circuit Clerk’s Office. The rails have been laid in the Circuit Clerk’s Office for the rolling files 
that will be brought in at a later date. The projected finish date for the building is late March or early April. After that, office furniture and equipment will 
be brought in and if all goes as expected, the building will open to the public sometime in May.

KSP still searching 
for leads in 
unsolved cases 

Kentucky State Police 
(KSP) is renewing their ef¬ 
fort to solve unsolved cases 
by asking the public for as¬ 
sistance with leads. In 2010, 
KSP distributed over 8,000 
decks of playing cards to 
prisons across Kentucky de¬ 
picting unsolved case infor¬ 
mation. 

The deck of cards high¬ 
lighted 52 unsolved Ken¬ 
tucky homicide or missing 
person cases. Since that 
time, three of those cases 
have been solved. 

KSP hopes that sharing 
information with the public 
again will provide fresh leads 
that can help solve these cas¬ 
es and bring some closure to 
families. 

Tpr. Michael Webb re¬ 
views the leads as they come 
in and disseminates the in¬ 
formation to local posts. 

“We have received hun¬ 
dreds of tips in the past two 
years that we hope will lead 
to more cases being solved,” 
says Webb. “Not only do 
these tips assist with solving 
cases, they sometimes pro¬ 
vide additional information 
about other criminal activ¬ 
ity taking place.”

GRAND JURY 
INDICTMENTS 

The Bracken County 
Grand Jury handed down in¬ 
dictments on Jami L. Quinlin, 
Gilbert S. Strode, Jr., Miguel 
Angel Morales-Garcia, Jes¬ 
sica E. Summers, Eric David 
Clos, Magen A. Hiles, and 
Gerald Nelson on Thursday, 
December 20, 2012. 

The grand jury charges 
that on or about February 9, 
2012, Jami L. Quinlin com¬ 
mitted the offense of first 
degree trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance when she 
knowingly and unlawfully 
trafficked in a controlled sub¬ 
stance classified in Schedule 
II as a narcotic drug, to-wit: 
she sold two (2) Oxycodone 
tablets to a cooperating wit¬ 
ness for $80.00, or was com¬ 
plied thereto. If convicted, 
the charge is punishable by 
1-5 years imprisonment. 

The grand jury charges 
that on or about November 5, 
2012, Gilbert S. Strode, Jr.: 
(1) committed the offense 
of first degree wanton en- 
dangerment, when he under 
circumstances manifesting 
extreme indifference to the

has been very active. Mem¬ 
bers presented to their peers 
on the negative consequences 
of marijuana use during Oc¬ 
tober’s Red Ribbon Week,” 
said Angie Lathery, Preven¬ 
tion Specialist with the RPC. 
“Members also recently at¬ 
tended a one-day conference 
designed to educate youth on 
how to prevent the abuse of 
prescription drugs in their 
communities.” 

S.T.O.P. was established 
in 2011 using seed money 
from the Buffalo Trace Cham¬ 
pions for a Drug-Free Ken¬ 
tucky. RPC partnered with 
school FRYSC (Family Re¬ 
source Youth Services Cen¬ 
ter) coordinators to select 4- 
6 students from their schools 
to participate in the coalition. 
Students were selected based 
on their drug-free reputations 
and outstanding leadership 
skills. S.T.O.P. is currently 
funded through mini- grants 
received from the Buffalo 
Trace Agency for Substance 
Abuse Policy (BT-ASAP) 
and the Kentucky Youth Em¬ 
powerment System (YES). 

Members are less likely 
to use alcohol, tobacco or 
other drugs themselves as 
they hold one another ac¬ 
countable and become more 
educated on the dangers of 
drug abuse. S.T.O.P also 
provides an opportunity for 
them to develop many differ¬ 
ent skills including project 
planning and management, 
campaign development, pub¬ 
lic speaking, grant writing 
and budget management. 

“I joined S.T.O.P. be¬ 
cause I had a cousin who died 
from a drug overdose when 
I was in the second grade,” 
said William McKay, senior 
at St. Pat. “I made a promise 
to his dad that I would stay 
away from drugs and being 
a part of this group helps me 
do that.“ Marinda Alread, 
sophomore at Lewis County 
High School, added “I have 
enjoyed learning new ways 
to talk to younger kids about 
being drug-free“. 

Each new school year, 
students are recruited or can 
volunteer to participate in 
the program. Students in¬ 
terested in joining S.T.O.P.

USHERING IN NEW 
TREATMENT 


Usher syndrome is an 
inherited disease that causes 
hearing loss and an eye 
disorder known as “retinitis 
pigmentosa” (RP). As a result 
of progressive damage of their 
retinas, RP patients suffer from 
night blindness and peripheral 
vision loss that renders them 
unable to lead normal lives. As 
their fields of vision narrow, 
patients experience “tunnel 
vision” that leaves them able 
to see only straight ahead. 
While there is currently no 
treatment for Usher syndrome 
or retinitis pigmentosa, there is 
an interesting new treatment on 
the horizon that offers real hope. 
It involves injecting genetically 
engineered DNA into the eyes 
of RP sufferers that is designed 
to replace the non-functional 
gene responsible for RP. RP 
sufferers may soon see a cure.

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Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



Over a calendar year, the 
General Assembly’s work 
is split into two distinct pe¬ 
riods: legislative sessions, 
when new laws are adopted; 
and what is known in Frank¬ 
fort as the interim, when the 
legislature’s committees take 
a closer look at issues affect¬ 
ing the state and what may 
need to be done to improve 
them. 

While the public’s at¬ 
tention is understandably 
focused more on legislative 
sessions - which in 2013 be¬ 
gins on Jan. 8th and lasts for 
30 working days - the inter¬ 
im is crucial as well because 
of the wealth of information 
it provides. It lasts from late 
spring through mid-Decem¬ 
ber. 

Each of the legislature’s 
15 main committees, ranging 
from Agriculture and Educa¬ 
tion to State Government and 
Transportation, hold several 
meetings during that time, as 
do a variety of single-issue 
task forces that are often cre¬ 
ated for short-term studies. 
There are also eight over¬ 
sight committees that meet 
every month; they focus en¬ 
tirely on various aspects of 
state government, including 
administrative regulations, 
government contract spend¬ 
ing and Medicaid. 

At the end of each inter¬ 
im, legislative staff compiles 
a helpful booklet that docu¬ 
ments all of the work these 
committees have done. In 
short, a lot of ground is cov¬ 
ered during this time. 

The Agriculture Com¬ 
mittee, for example, trav¬ 
eled to Owsley County High 
School to learn more about 
its work in getting students 
to eat more locally-grown 
food. This committee also 
discussed the devastating ef¬ 
fect this past year’s drought 
had on farmers and the pos¬ 
sibility of using sorghum to 
produce ethanol. 

The Appropriations and 
Revenue Committee, mean¬ 
while, heard from state bud¬ 
get officials about the fiscal 
year that ended June 30th. 
Revenues were up for the 
second year in a row - which 
followed a two-year de¬ 
cline - while the Road Fund 
jumped nearly eight percent, 
although much of that had 
long been forecasted. 

Another piece of good 
news the committee heard 
deals with the state’s unem¬ 
ployment fund. Although 
our jobless rate is still much 
higher than anyone prefers, 
about half as many Kentuck¬ 
ians are drawing from the 
fund when compared to two 
years ago. At the same time, 
a sizable federal loan the 
state borrowed to cover costs 
is set to be paid back in just 
about five years. 

In the Economic Devel¬ 
opment and Tourism Com¬ 
mittee, tourism officials 


detailed their marketing ef¬ 
forts to promote the “There’s 
Only One” campaign that 
highlights 44 travel destina¬ 
tions unique to the common¬ 
wealth. 

That committee also re¬ 
ceived a study centered on 
the state’s economic devel¬ 
opment incentives offered 
between 2001 and 2010. 
Nearly 580 companies either 
located or expanded opera¬ 
tions here in part because of 
the incentives, which totaled 
$1.3 billion over the decade 
and helped create 55,000 
new jobs and make 330,000 
others more secure. 

The study added that, 
when compared to 13 peer 
states, Kentucky has less 
employment in knowledge- 
based jobs but is seeing 
faster growth, especially in 
the biological and advanced 
manufacturing industries. 
Kentucky also is outpacing 
these other states in research 
spending. On the flip side, 
we trail when offering incen¬ 
tives for infrastructure and 
helping start-up companies 
get off the ground. 

In the Education Com¬ 
mittee, my legislative col¬ 
leagues and I learned that 
the Gatton Academy is doing 
well educating some of our 
brightest students. This spe¬ 
cialized high school, which 
is based at Western Kentucky 
University and which News¬ 
week called the best high 
school in America a year ago, 
has 126 junior and senior stu¬ 
dents currently enrolled from 
across the state. Since it first 
opened its doors in 2007- 
OS, nearly three-fourths of 
the graduates have stayed in 
Kentucky to complete their 
college degree. 

Other educational pro¬ 
grams are succeeding as well. 
Since 2000, gains in adult 
education have cut the num¬ 
ber of working-age Kentuck¬ 
ians without a high school 
credential in half - from 30 
percent then to 15 percent 
now. Building on that is a 
2009 effort by the General 
Assembly to make sure more 
graduating high school stu¬ 
dents are college and career 
ready. In just a year’s time, 
the percentage of students 
qualifying under this higher 
standard went up more than 
nine percent. 

In other committee meet¬ 
ings, we discovered that: 

• Kentucky has the na¬ 
tion’s largest fleet of hybrid- 
electric school buses, which 
use a third less energy than 
their diesel counterparts. 
Mammoth Cave is also the 
country’s first national park 
to use alternative fuels for all 
of its vehicles. 

• The six Kentucky State 
Police crime labs processed 
38,000 cases in 2011, help¬ 
ing law enforcement prose¬ 
cute such crimes as DUI and 


sexual assaults. 

• In the quarter-century 
since the lottery was ap¬ 
proved, it has generated $14 
billion in sales, with $3.71 
billion returned to state gov¬ 
ernment, $8.33 billion paid to 
the winners, and $1.8 billion 
given to retailers and used 
for operating expenses. 

• In a related item, the 
Dept, for Charitable Gam¬ 
ing’s commissioner said 
Kentucky ranks among the 
top six states in charitable 
gaming. This industry, 
which benefits such groups 
as churches and veterans, 
generated almost $400 mil¬ 
lion in sales in 2011. 

• A legislative study on 
coal found that, in 2010, the 
coal industry had a total eco¬ 
nomic impact of $10 billion 
in Kentucky.

Renovating hay and pasture fields

If you have a less-than- 
productive grass pasture or 
hayfield, following a few 
simple renovation techniques 
could increase the field’s pro¬ 
ductivity. Some things you can 
do include planting a legume 
such as red clover, controlling 
pests and adding lime and fer¬ 
tilizer. Be aware though, some 
techniques require you to start 
as early as the middle of Feb¬ 
ruary. 

Adding legumes to pas¬ 
ture and hayfields has sev¬ 
eral benefits including higher 
yields, improved quality, nitro¬ 
gen fixation and more summer 
growth. 

Seeding legumes increases 
the total forage yield per acre. 
One study compared adding 
red clover to a fescue pasture 
with fertilizing the grass with 
nitrogen. Red clover growing 
with fescue produced higher 
yields than fescue fertilized 
with up to 180 pounds of nitro¬ 
gen per acre. 

Adding legumes also im¬ 
proves forage quality, com¬ 
pared to grass alone. This 
increases palatability, intake, 
digestibility and nutrient con¬ 
tent, resulting in improved ani¬ 
mal performance. Research 
studies have shown that le¬ 
gumes improve animal growth 
rates, reproductive efficiency 
and milk production. 

Legumes also add, or 
“fix,” nitrogen in grass pastures 
and hayfields. Inoculating seed 
adds symbiotic bacteria that 
live in “knots” on plant roots 
and fix nitrogen the grasses 
and legumes need. Different 
legumes are able to fix varying 
amounts of nitrogen. Alfalfa 
usually fixes the most, about 
200 pounds per acre, while an¬ 
nual lespedeza fixes less, about 
75 pounds. 

Legumes make more 
growth during the summer than 


cool-season grasses. Growing 
grasses and legumes together 
increases summer growth. 

When renovating grass 
fields with legumes, have the 
soil tested and apply the rec¬ 
ommended lime and fertilizer. 
Legumes need higher soil pH 
and fertility levels than grass¬ 
es. 

Do not add nitrogen be¬ 
cause it stimulates grasses, 
increasing competition with 
legumes. 

Reduce vegetative cover 
on the soil to make it easier for 
legume seed to make contact 
with the soil. The best way is 
to allow heavy grazing during 
early winter. You also can use 
herbicides to kill or suppress 
grass to help control competi¬ 
tion. Be sure to follow the her¬ 
bicide label directions for rates 
and grazing restrictions. 

Select legumes based on 
the soil and your planned use 
of the forage. For hay, alfalfa 
or red clover usually is best. A 
red clover-ladino clover com¬ 
bination works well for both 
hay and grazing. Ladino clo¬ 
ver, red clover and/or annual 
lespedeza are good choices for 
pastures. 

Select certified seed vari¬ 
eties that perform well in your 
geographic area. Also, be sure 
to mix a high-quality inoculant 
with seed just before planting. 
Apply a sticking agent to be 
sure the inoculant sticks to the 
seed. 

Be sure seed makes good 
contact with the soil. One of 
the best ways to do this is to use 
a no-till drill. Another method 
is to use a disk, field cultivator 
or field tiller. Tillage helps ex¬ 
pose the soil so legumes have 
a better chance to germinate 
and grow. When planting clo¬ 
vers, loosen 40 to 60 percent 
of the sod. For alfalfa seeding, 
almost all sod should be loos¬ 
ened from the soil. 

A simple, effective tech¬ 
nique is to broadcast legume 


seed on the soil surface in late 
winter, generally Feb. 15 to 
March 15. Soil freezing and 
thawing covers the seed. This 
method doesn’t work well with 
alfalfa seed. 

Controlling grass and 
weed competition is one of 
the most critical practices for 
successful renovation. Many 
attempts have failed because 
grass was allowed to grow and 
reduce the light, nutrients and 
water available to young le¬ 
gume plants. Keep grass short 
by grazing or mowing until le¬ 
gume plants are 3 to 4 inches 
tall. Stop grazing and mowing 
for several weeks so legumes 
will become well established. 
Afterwards, mow or graze the 
field on a schedule to keep le¬ 
gumes in good condition. 

This year, weed control 
will be especially critical be¬ 
cause while forages languished 
in the drought, many weeds 
species thrived. If you have 
questions on controlling spe¬ 
cific weeds, contact Bracken 
Cooperative Extension Ser¬ 
vice. 

Once legumes are estab¬ 
lished, use soil test recom¬ 
mendations as the basis for 
the fertility program. Take 
soil samples every third year 
to check fertilizer and lime 
needs. To avoid grass compe¬ 
tition, don’t use any nitrogen 
while you have legumes in the 
field. 

Mow pastures when need¬ 
ed to remove grass seed heads 
and control weeds and woody 
vegetation. Scout renovated 
fields regularly to discover in¬ 
sect problems early. Contact 
the Bracken County Coopera¬ 
tive Extension Service for ad¬ 
ditional information on suc¬ 
cessful pasture renovation.

According to Dan Robin¬ 
son, storm chaser and photo¬ 
journalist, “Road icing is more 
likely to threaten your life than 
any other weather condition 
you’ll ever face.” Accidents 
due to winter road conditions 
account for twice as many fa¬ 
talities as from tornadoes, hur¬ 
ricanes, lightning, and severe 
thunderstorms combined. 

“Each and every one of 
us who drives a vehicle is in 
charge of our own safety,” 
said Rob Hans, chief district 
engineer for the Northern 
Kentucky District 6 Office of 
the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet. “It’s just this simple, 
drivers should be very cau¬ 
tious when traveling on wet or 
icy pavement. 

“We are asking people 
to partner with us to make 
our roads crash-free,” Nancy 
Wood, the district’s informa¬ 
tion officer said. “During win¬ 
ter storm events, our mainte¬ 
nance workers do their part to 


fight adverse road conditions; 
we need you to do yours.” 

District 6 covers over 
4,500 lane miles of highway 
and interstate pavement in 
the eleven counties: Boone, 
Bracken, Campbell, Carroll, 
Gallatin, Grant, Harrison, 
Kenton, Owen, Pendleton and 
Robertson. Crews are on duty 
24/7 when there is a major 
weather event. However, just 
your everyday cold mornings 
and misty, rainy days are not 
major weather events, and do 
not call for chemical treat¬ 
ment of the roadways. Wood 
said, “Temperatures quite of¬ 
ten are at or below the freezing 
mark all throughout the winter 
months, and it is simply unre¬ 
alistic to expect that every spot 
of ice should be continuously 
treated with chemicals during 
these times.” 

Drivers can learn from 
information gathered by high¬ 
way safety analysts. “There are 
things we can do to increase 


the likelihood that we will be 
crash-free drivers,” said Wood. 
“They fall into two categories: 
vehicle hazards and road haz¬ 
ards.” 

VEHICLE HAZARDS 

• High speed. Loss of 
control occurs much easier at 
high speeds. For instance, in a 
recent study of crashes on US 
42 in Gallatin County, almost 
every wreck over a two-year 
period had only one thing in 
common: each driver of the 
vehicle which caused the crash 
was driving faster than the 
speed limit. “Safety improve¬ 
ments such as high friction 
surface and curve ‘softening’ 
help drivers who stay within 
the speed limit,” said Matt 
Bogen, a District 6 engineer 
for Traffic and Permits. “The 
Transportation Cabinet makes 
these type of enhancements to 
our highways to allow motor¬ 
ists to travel the road way safe¬ 
ly at the posted speed limit.” 

• Window fog. When it 


is raining, the windshield and 
other windows may quickly 
fog up, blocking your vision. 
On cold mornings, you may 
find a thin layer of ice on your 
windows. Window defoggers 
can eliminate the problem. 
Turn them on before you enter 
the roadway. 

• Balding and improperly 
inflated tires. Over time, tires 
lose their tread in a process 
known as balding. Aggressive 
driving and alignment prob¬ 
lems can speed up the balding 
process. The tread is what al¬ 
lows the tire to grip the road. 
If your vehicle lacks adequate 
tread, you have a greater risk 
of hydroplaning on wet or icy 
surfaces. Tires should have 
a tread of at least 1/16 of an 
inch. Anything less and it is 
time to replace it. A trick to see 
if your tires have enough tread 
is to stick a Lincoln penny into 
the tread, with Lincoln’s head 
pressed into the groove. If the 
top of Lincoln’s head is visible, 
there is not enough tread. Tires 
that are improperly inflated are 
at risk of blowing out should 
the car go into a skid. 

• Braking power/Stopping 
distances. The average stop¬ 
ping distance on a dry road, as¬ 
suming two-thirds of a second 
reaction time, at just 30 miles 
an hour is 75 feet. On a wet 
road, the stopping distance is 
120 feet. At 60 miles an hour, 
on a dry road, the average 
stopping distance is 240 feet. 
On a wet road, same condi¬ 
tions, the stopping distance is 
420 feet. When a road is wet, 
the average stopping distance 
for a five-passenger car is 
twice what it is on a dry road. 
Coupled with poor visibility, 
which can lengthen the time it 
takes you to react, the stopping 
distances may be even larger. 
Because of this, you should 
position yourself twice as far 
away from the vehicle in front 
of you. 

• Water build-up on 
brakes. After driving through 
a puddle, brake rotors can be¬ 
come coated with water, which 
affects their ability to safely 
slow the car. To prevent this, 
you should lightly tap your 
brakes after each puddle to re¬ 
move excess water. 

• Windshield wipers. The 
most important factor that af¬ 
fects driver visibility in the 
rain is windshield wipers. 
Older wipers tend to become 
cracked and brittle, lasting 
only six months to a year in 
areas with frequent rain. How¬ 
ever, wipers do not last forever 
even if they do not get much 
use. They can become brittle 
and warped by the sun, render¬ 
ing them useless in heavy rain 
or snow. There are several in¬ 
dicators that wipers need to be 
replaced: windshield streak¬ 
ing, smearing, rubber that 
flakes off when touched, wiper 
screeching, and frayed wipers. 
ROAD HAZARDS 

• Engine oil and grease 
buildup on pavement. Over 
time, grease and engine oil 
build up on road surfaces. 
When roads are dry, this is not 
a problem. However, when 
rain or snow start to fall, oil 
and grease come to the sur¬ 
face and rise above the water 
coating the road. This makes 
wet conditions even more dan¬ 
gerous. Although the oil and 
grease are washed away after 
a few hours of rain, those first 
few hours are critical. 

• Crowned roads. Most 
roads are crowned, or built so 
the center of the road is slightly 
higher than the sides. The pur¬ 
pose of crowning is to allow 
rain to run off the pavement. 
However, any sort of debris 
or barrier along the shoulders 
traps water and prevents natu¬ 
ral runoff. This creates puddles 
which can lead to hydroplan¬ 
ing and spray that can obstruct 
your view, and this is why 
District 6 maintenance crews 
spend so much time cleaning 
ditch lines. 

• Groundwater and runoff. 
Temperatures can drop rapidly, 
especially during early morn¬ 
ing hours. Any water standing 
on the pavement or running 
across a roadway can freeze 
into a thin sheet of ice that is 
nearly impossible to detect in 
advance. Puddles may splash 
water onto the windshield and 


obscure your vision. Another 
danger of puddles is hydro¬ 
planing, when the tires lose 
contact with the road and in¬ 
stead ride on a pocket of water. 
This makes the vehicle hard to 
control as it loses traction with 
the road and affects steering, 
braking, or accelerating. 

• Changing conditions. 
Weather conditions can vary 
even with small changes in 
elevation. Most often, air tem¬ 
peratures fall and rain changes 
to snow as you climb in eleva¬ 
tion. However, a common me¬ 
teorological condition called 
an inversion can result in the 
exact opposite. In our moun¬ 
tainous region, drivers should 
be prepared for rapid changes 
in road conditions. 

“Driving is not as simple 
as it seems”, said Wood. “ Even 
the most quick-witted, experi¬ 
enced driver should realize 
he cannot drive on wet or icy 
roads at normal speeds. It is a 
hard lesson to learn if you wait 
until you slide into a guardrail 
or, worse, an oncoming vehicle 
before you realize that all the 
safety messages you’ve been 
exposed to over the years were 
important. Paying attention 


and slowing down can mean 
the difference between a safe 
arrival and not getting there at 
all. This is especially so dur¬ 
ing winter months when cold 
temperatures create ice on the 
roads even in the absence of a 
storm.” 

In Bracken County, the 
District 6 maintenance crew 
is responsible for 344 lane 
miles of roadway. Crews 
have stockpiled 1,000 tons of 
salt and over 5,800 gallons of 
salt brine for de-icing. Eight 
trucks are available for snow 
and ice removal.

Wood continued saying, 
“The District 6 highway engi¬ 
neers and maintenance workers 
will continue to do everything 
we can to keep our roadways 
safe, but the bottom line is that 
each driver is responsible for 
his own safety when he gets 
behind the wheel. Even with all 
the safety measures we put into 
place, we have not yet invented 
a way to driver-proof a road.”

The 
assessment date for real property is January 1 as required 
by KRS 132.220. 

The Property Valuation Administrator (PVA) 
DOES NOT HAVE ANY AUTHORITY IN SETTING 
PROPERTY TAX RATES. With the exception of the state 
rate all property tax rates are set by local citizens that are 
on the governing bodies of local taxing jurisdictions. 

REAL ESTATE: Farms, homes, houses and lots, 
mobile homes, vacant land, and Commercial buildings. 
Anyone who has built a new structure or made an addition, 
deletion, or improvement to an existing structure on their 
property during the preceding year should list that. The 
new structures should be listed at their fair cash value as 
of January 1, 2013, if the structures are not completed, 
please list the amount completed as of January 1, 2013 at 
its fair cash value.

2012 year in review 

It was a year for deer and 
bear season records, expand¬ 
ed public hunting opportu¬ 
nities and improved access 
to Kentucky’s premier trout 
stream. 

Here’s a look back at a 
few of the top stories from 
2012 : 

Kentucky hunters har¬ 
vested a record number of 
white-tailed deer. 

With 35 days of archery 
hunting and a two-day youth 
season remaining before sea¬ 
son’s end, hunters eclipsed 
the overall deer harvest total 
record. As of Dec. 18, hunt¬ 
ers harvested 126,923 deer. 
This total breaks the previ¬ 
ous season record of 124,752 
set in 2004. 

Earlier in the fall, hunt¬ 
ers reported bagging 92,737 
whitetails during Kentucky’s 
modern gun season which 
ended Monday, Nov. 25. 
Last spring, a record 68 deer 
from the 2011-12 season in 
Kentucky qualified for entry 
into the Boone and Crockett 
record book, the most for any 
state or Canadian province. 

“These records demon¬ 
strate that we have a stable, 
quality deer herd,” said Tina 
Brunjes, deer program coor¬ 
dinator for the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “But what 
drives the harvest is good 
hunting weather, particularly 
during the modem gun sea¬ 
son, when the majority of our 
deer are taken.” 

Bear season in Kentucky 
has come of age. 

Kentucky’s 2012 bear 
season was the first time 
hunters reached the harvest 
quota and in the process set 
a new state record. 

Doug Adkins of Jen¬ 
kins, Ky. took a 410-pound 
male bear in Letcher Coun¬ 
ty. “That’s the field-dressed 
weight,” said Steve Dobey, 
bear program coordinator 
for Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life. “The live weight would 
have likely exceeded 450 
pounds.” 

Hunters purchased 359 
permits for the 2012 hunt. 
Nine of the 11 bears taken 
were males. 

By the late 2000s, black 
bears had made a comeback 
and were well established in 
eastern Kentucky. Thesebears 
did not come to Kentucky by 
a planned restoration effort, 
but by natural range expan¬ 
sion. Bears again colonized 
eastern Kentucky’s mountain 
region from the neighboring 
states of West Virginia, Vir¬ 
ginia and Tennessee, where 
bear populations were never 
extirpated. 

With hope, Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife will have 
many other positive accom¬ 
plishments in 2013. 


The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office has re¬ 
ceived two Humvees, a 
trailer and a five kilowatt 
generator through the mili¬ 
tary surplus program. The 
Humvees are valued at 
$39,000 each and the trail¬ 
er and generator are valued 
at $8,900 and $11,000 re¬ 
spectively. The Humvees 
are practically brand new 
having only 13,000 and 
8,000 miles on them. The 
military surplus program 
provides equipment to law 
enforcement agencies that 
is no longer useful to them. 
This program is a valuable 
tool for law enforcement 
agencies as they can get 
valuable equipment for the 
cost of going and picking 
up the items. 


The Humvees will be 
used for disaster situations in 
the county and also to help 
the agency get around the 
county in adverse weather 
conditions. These vehicles 
will also be used to get to 
places that normal police ve¬ 
hicles are unable to access. 
The Humvees are capable of 
being driven through water 
up to the depth of the head¬ 
lights which makes them 
accessible to flooding ar¬ 
eas. The Humvees may also 
be used in our fight against 
drugs when locations are 
identified where marijuana 
may be growing for getting 
into those areas. These vehi¬ 
cles will not be used for gen¬ 
eral patrol purposes but will 
be equipped with a blue light 
for their use in emergency 


situations. 

The trailer can be used 
for hauling any stolen prop¬ 
erty that may be recovered 
in the county and also for 
marijuana confiscation ef¬ 
forts. The generator is on 
a trailer and is very mobile 
which gives us the capa¬ 
bility of taking it to crime 
scenes where additional 
lighting or electric may be 
needed due to outages. 

The Sheriff’s Office is 
dedicated to getting what¬ 
ever equipment it can from 
programs like this that 
saves taxpayers money and 
will continue to pursue any 
equipment that the agency 
can use in the line of duty 
in making this a safer 
county for our citizens. 


Kentucky continues to 
make progress in limiting 
retail sales of tobacco to mi¬ 
nors, according to a recently 
released survey from the 
Cabinet for Health and Fam¬ 
ily Services (CHFS). 

The 2012 Annual Synar 
Buying Survey of Kentucky 
retail tobacco outlets showed 
that 94.4 percent of retailers 
complied with the law bar¬ 
ring tobacco sales to anyone 
under the age of 18. The De¬ 
partment of Alcoholic Bev¬ 
erage Control conducted the 
survey during the summer 
to measure the rate of illegal 
sales of tobacco to Kentucky 
youths. The survey was com¬ 
pleted in cooperation with 
the Division of Behavioral 
Health in the Department for 
Behavioral Health, Develop¬ 
mental and Intellectual Dis¬ 
abilities. 

“Reducing the preva¬ 
lence of tobacco sales to mi¬ 
nors is a crucial piece of our 
work to prevent youth smok¬ 
ing and tobacco use,” said 
Commissioner of the Depart¬ 
ment for Public Health, Dr. 
Stephanie Mayfield Gibson. 
“The results of this survey 
indicate we’re moving in the 
right direction. Fewer people 
are dependent on tobacco 
products because of the work 
of our substance abuse pro¬ 
gram, the Department of Al¬ 
coholic Beverage Control, 
the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture and the Office of Drug 
Control Policy.” 

Since the inception of 
the federal Synar program 
in 1997, Kentucky Synar 


retail violation rates have 
been consistently below the 
national rates. The national 
average for all years (1997- 
2012) is 15.8 percent, com¬ 
pared with 9.5 percent for 
Kentucky. While Kentucky’s 
retail violation rates have 
greatly improved, youths 
still report that it is easy to 
obtain tobacco products from 
stores and from noncommer¬ 
cial sources such as an older 
friend, sibling or parent. 

Tony Dehner, commis¬ 
sioner for the Department of 
Alcoholic Beverage Control, 
emphasized the importance 
of cooperation in the effort 
to effectively combat youth 
access to tobacco products 
in Kentucky. “We at ABC 
consider our role in the an¬ 
nual survey extremely im¬ 
portant in the combined ef¬ 
fort to reduce youth access to 
tobacco. Through the checks 
we conduct, retailers get the 
message that Kentucky is se¬ 
rious about preventing sales 
to minors and many make 
sure to educate their staff on 
verifying the customer age. 
The prevention of underage 
tobacco sales helps to create 
safer and healthier commu¬ 
nities.” 

“Kentucky once again 
has a low rate of noncompli¬ 
ance, which is an important 
step for us as we continue to 
reduce youth access to tobac¬ 
co” said Van Ingram, execu¬ 
tive director of the Office of 
Drug Control Policy (ODCP). 
“Through the efforts of the 
Regional Prevention Centers, 
the Division of Behavioral 
Health, ODCP, and ABC, the 
health of young Kentuckians 
is being improved by reduc¬ 
ing the illegal use of tobacco 
products.” 

Federal law authorizes 
the Substance Abuse Preven¬ 
tion and Treatment (SAPT) 
Block Grant and requires 
states to enact and enforce 
laws designed to reduce the 
availability of tobacco prod¬ 
ucts to people younger than 
18. The state must conduct 
the Annual Buying Survey 
using a scientific random 
sample study protocol ap¬ 
proved by the federal Center 
for Substance Abuse Preven¬ 
tion, and must demonstrate 
that its noncompliance rate 
does not exceed the target of 
20 percent for illegal tobacco 
sales to minors. 

The SAPT Block Grant, 
administered by CHFS, is the 
single largest funding stream 
in Kentucky supporting sub¬ 
stance abuse prevention and 
treatment.
